Of 16-Year-Old Belle Glades Boy

A community of friends 
share the grief of parents, 
sisters and grandmother in 
the death of Horace Clifton 
Collins, Jr, 16, who was 
killed instantly in an auto 
accident near Carrabelle, 
Florida at noon on Sunday, 
July 17. 

"Cliff" the only son of 
Mr. and Mrs. H. C. "Cully" 
Collins, Sr., 201 NW Ave- 
nue D, Belie Glade, would 
have been a senior at Belle 
Glade High School this com 
ing school year. He had 
been elected president of 
Teen Town and of the Jun- 
jor Civitan Club, Clifton 
was a member of the Com- 
munity Methodist Church. 
He was born September 2, 
1949 at Belle Glade. 


The tragedy occurred on / 


Highway 98 as the young 
man, driving alone, whip- 
ped over the line into the 
‘oncoming traffic lane when 
he momentarily lost control 
of his 1966 foreign-made car 
after hitting a hole or bump 
in the road. 

Leaving home on Satur- 
day, July 2, Clifton had dri- 
ven to Lineville, Alabama; 
where he spent a few days 
with his friend Ronnie 
Smith, before the two young 
men set out on a 4500 mile 
trip which included visits 
with Ridgecrest counselor 
and at colleges in Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis, and Missis- 
sippi. They had concluded 
a two week tour of south- 
eastern states, arriving back 


to Ronnie's parents home in 
Alabama, July 15. Cliff 
was headed home. 

Young Collins and Ron- 
nie Smith, who had made 
his home here with his aunt 
and uncle Mr. and Mrs, 
Hugh J. Rudder during last 
school year, had camped 
briefly at Ridgecrest where 
the boys had enjoyed pre- 
vious summers before start- 
ing out on r trip.

Police Chief Charles 
Goodlett who completed this 
same course in 1954, was 
advised by telegram ‘from 
J. Edgar Hoover, Director 
of the FBI, that Mathis had 
been accepted. He will en- 
roll in the class beginning 
August 15th. 

It is a high honor to a 
Thán-amd to his community 
to be invited to attend this 
course, and Mathis who is 
second in command to Chief 
Goodlett, has worked hard 
to prepare himseif for the 
school. 

Except for a brief inter- 
val Mathis has been a mem- 
ber of the Belle Glade Po- 
lice Force since 1955, ser- 
ving in various positions. 


He served in the U. S. Navy 
attended the Florida Law 
enforcement Academy in 
Tallahassee, and has con- 
stantly taken courses to im- 
prove himself in police sta- 
tics. 

Persons who are invited 
to attend the course are 
carefully screened by the 
FBI and must have a good 
record of performance in 
their local community. 
When Mathis completes his 
course, Belle Glade will 
have had two members of 
its police force to accomp- 
lish this feat.

Economy 


For the first time in many 
years the United States Su- 
gar Corporation is present- 
ly engaged in a labor dis- 
pute. Last Friday both 
mills at Clewiston and at 
Bryant, were shut down ex- 
cept for a few essential key 
employees. 

The union, International 
Association of Machinists, 
Local No. 57, together with 
representatives of the Su- 
gar Corporation and a fed- 
eral mediator have been 
meeting since Tuesday in an 
effort to work out their dif- 
ferences. 

The work shut-down ef- 
fecting some 700 employees 
at the two mills, will vital- 
ly affect the economy of the 
Glades area if agreements 
are not soon reached. This 
union is also involved at 
present in a strike against 
five airlines. 

Company officials have 
indicated their willingness 
to resume negotiations since 
the last meeting with the 
union and a mediator on 
June 30. The union which 
delayed meeting until this 
week apparently objected 
to conferring because of the 
presence of company lawy- 
ers. The company points out 
that eye customarily 
handiz negotiations, and 
that the unica deals wit: 
attorneys in other area con- 
tracts 

The union by delaying 
any length of time would be

putting heavy pressure on 
the company to meet de- 
mands, as the fall grinding 
season would be starting. 
The company points out that 
the drastic cut back in su- 
gar acreage and the obvious 
determination on the part 
of the federal government 
to hold down the price of 
sugar prevents meeting the 
unreasonable demands of 
the union. 

The company has offered 
a package deal amounting 
to a 12% wage increase, 
however the union repre- 
sentative said this is not 
sufficient to meet the un- 
jon request for skilled work- 
ers of $3.15 per hour. 

The U. S. Sugar Corpora- 
tion, pioneers in the Glades 
Sugar development, always 
negotiated in the past with 
a local independent union. 
The national machinists un- 
ion which now represents 
the workers at the two mills 
are pressing for their big- 
gest gains since taking over

An event that is taking 
place in Florida these days 
that should excite the close 
attention of the state’s citi- 
zens, is the presentation of 
the preliminary draft of i 
new Constitution. It con- 
tains a lot to talk about. 

The draft proposes some 
sontroversial changes in the 
state’s basic law, some of 
which is good, some bad and 
some indifferent. 

Of particular concern is 
one proposal which would 
alter the present Cabinet 
system under which the ex- 
ecutive power is shared a- 
mong the governor and six 
elected officials The pro- 
posal enlarges the gover- 
nors power and reduces the 
Las 
This seems to us a risky 
and illogical messing with 
a proven and reliable sy- 
stem of government. Much 
has been written about Flor 
ida's Cabinet system of gov- 
ernment and to some it may 
appear as a funny looking 
e 

1 


car but it has worked well 
over the years. 

The system in our opin- 
ion has saved Florida from 
political bossism by pre- 
venting a Governor with 
complete authority over 
state funds and personnel 
from creating a strong poli- 
tical machine. The cabinet 
acts as a brake on one man 
rule such as other states 
experience. 

The weekly'meetings of 
the cabinet, as Secretary of 
State Tom Adams points 
out, provides opportunities 
for public debate on state 
policy making. The fact 
that the governor can 
be out voted by office hold 
ers who are answerable to 
the public is sound and 
works to the public's inter- 
ests. 

The executive branch can 
and should be improved by 
realigning and reorganizing 
departments for more effi- 
cient operation.

Highway Slaughter 


In 1965 Americans saw 49,000 persons killed in 
automobile accidents in the United States. For compari- 
son this is nearly 30 times the number killed in the war 
in Viet Nam / 

This is not the whole story, 1,600,000 more people 
were injured, many crippled for life. In addition to the 
human loss and misery there was over eight and.one- 
half billion dollars lost in property damage and other 
economic damage. 

In the United States today there are 90 million vehi- 
cles being operated over 3.6 million miles of roads and 
streets by 100 million d drivers for a total of 

* almost 900 billion vehicle miles per year. This total is 
growing yearly and becomes increasingly staggering 
Apparently there is no single approach to solving the 
traffic safety problem. 

Of tre 3.6 million miles of roads and streets, 25% 


are in the primitive category, 36 percent of them are 
covered with slag, gravel or stone, 39 percent has some 
form of dustless surface. 

The State Highway system represents about 20% 
of the Nations public road and street mileage yet it car- 
ries some 60 percent of the total traffic. At the present 
time the Interstate Systems is 53% complete and can 
now handle 1512 percent of all vehicular traffic and when 
eventually finished will accommodate 20% of the total. 

With the above statistics, the role of the road in 
traffic safety becomes most important. We know it is 
impracticable and impossible to build every mile of road 
and street as a freeway but the record of the express- 
way today in modern travel is unsurpassed. 

Highway designs fcr the future will carry more and 
more responsibility for safety features. It is the most im- 
portant approach to g traffic accidents.

How Big Is Big Goverment ~ 
And Its Bureaucracy? 


All the time you hear about "Big" government and 
the big government bureaucracy. Everyone knows it is 
BIG but do you know how big it really is? 

Well, at latest count the federal government employs 
5,700,000 people( give or take a few thousand) directly. 

‘Through its grants, another 8,000,000 (give or take a 
few thousand) also work for big brother. 

If you add the direct employees and the indirect em- 
ployees, you find out that about one out of every five 
people who work in this big country are bellied up to 
the federal trough when it comes pay check time. 

Does that sound big enough for you? To get some idea 
of just how BIG this is, the next time you are driving 
around in your car, just keep your eyes open and count 
every fifth person you see and count him as part of our 
big government it is rather startling. 

"What in the world do all these people do to earn the 
tax dollars they draw? The government has over 15,000 
job categories, from Astronaut+to zoologist. This doesn't 
count the different classifications in the armed services. 

Big brother is even getting into the state and local 
operations of government. This federal grasp through 
federal financial aid to smaller governmental units will 
reach 14.7 billion this year. This comes out to about two 
to three million states and local government jobs a year 
feeding on big brother. 

This is growing. The Labor Department figures that 
these state jobs will grow from about 8 million total this 
year to over 10.1 million by 1970 in order to handle the 
money infusion generated by current federal programs. 

Most people think of the image of government em- 
ployees as clerks, etc. The facts are that the number of 
federal clerks is only about 25,000 and is about the same 
number as it was 10 years ago. 

In one way or another, two out of every three scient- 
ists and engineers in the United States are supported by 
federal funds. 

In the past 10 years the number of people employ- 
ed by the government has grown by about 40 percent . . . 
Just to kick around a few figures, ahout 40,000 physical 
scientists and 130,000 engineers are on the payroll. This 
is just an example of who works for big brother. 

With all this man (and woman) power, things still 
don't run ibo smooth. Around every corner and behind a 
lot of those desks you find the typical government bur- 
eaucracy. s: t 

If you want to be polite, the government machine 
can be in "Passive revolt" or at best "Nón-CO-OPERA- 
TIVE" with the common folks or if you want to be blunt 
you could say that some departments are more than a 


little "Resistant" to cooperation. 

It has been said that Bureaucracy, where it is found, 
tends to resist change. They are like the cigarette com- 
mercial-that says “We would rather fight than switch." 

One thing'is for sure, when you have occasion to 
deal with the government you are in for a real trying 
time. You can deal and deal and deal and wind up right 
where you starte? This run around can become exas- 
perating. 

The system seems fool proof on paper but the rumor 
has it that it is top heavy with knot-heads. It seems that 
when a government department finds a good, harwork- 
ing, intelligent worker they don't want to lose him. After 
all, someone has to do some work around the joint. So, 
he doesn't get promoted. He just stays and works and 
works. 

On the otherhand, when an employee is a real ding- 
aling and his department head would like to give him 
the heave ho, it is so much trouble to get him fired. it 
is easlier to get him promoted out of the department. 

First thing you know, the top brass accounts for a 
good part of the goof-ups no one wants. . 

I like to keep my dealings with big brother on a 
simple basis. Ibuy my stamps from the post office, pay 

my taxes to the Internal Revenue Service and can't wait 
to start getting a check from the Social Security depart- 
ment. I just hope the money lasts unil I get my share so 
hang on sloopy, hang on! 


The March Of Mankind 


This year marks the 125th anniversary of the birth 
of Oliver Wendell Holmes, for thirty years a member 
of the United States Supreme Court, He had a profound 
sense of history. He emphasized its continuity. History, 
to him, was a procession in which generations of men 
of all times, of all places, of all races, march together 
through the centuries. Man, he said, might be likened to 
an electric spark in the filament of an electric light globe. 
He is in reality only an instant in an endless flowing 
current. 

One of his sectetaries once brought his son to meet 
the ¡famous jurist.

Some of the 
granite came from Egypt.

This 
was an important Caravan 
Station and once was a 
Fortress. Many of the ruin- 
ed temples have been de- 


stroyed by Romans, Chris- 
tians, Moslems etc. each 
conqueror built his own 
temple, sometimes there

Damascus is the oldest 
city in the world, dating 
back to 6,000 B. C. Snow 
capped Mt. Herman over- 
looks the city.

Good Fit . . . A Hallmark 
Of Attractive Clothes 


When you're buying rea- 
dy-made clothes or making 
your own, good fit is of 
prime impdrtance. A dist- 
inctive design and lovely 
fabric are of little value if 
the garment does not fit the 
figure properly. Because 


clothes that fit the figure 
has greatly increased. When 
a garment does fit proper- 
ly, it becomes a source of 
real satisfaction to the 
wearer. Miss Mary Todd, 
Extension Home Economics 
Agent, says a well-fitted 
garment should fee] com- 
fortable to the yearer, yet 
should be snug enough to 
have the look of belonging 
to its owner. 

The woman who appre- 
ciates the importance of 
beautifully fitted clothes 
may often find, even with 
the variety of sizing, that 
some alterations are need- 
ed. Figure variations in 
waist length, or shoulder 
width, may ocur in any fi- 
gure type. Perhaps the pro- 
blem is a prominent der- 
riere. All these make alter- 
ations necessary. Miss Todd 
says figure irregularities 
can be minimized by good 
fitting and alterations, thus 
giving the garment a more 
expensive, custom-made 
look. 

Generous seam allowan- 
ces in better clothes usual- 
ly permit extensive altera- 
tion. 

Miss Todd adds that one 


reason many women make 
their own clothes is to 
have them fit their figures 
properly. It takes patience 
and care to fit a dress well, 
but for women who sew at 
home, good fit is not hard 
to achieve when they fol- 
low essential principles of 
pattern alterations. 

Miss Todd says that wo- 
men att the clothing 
workshops conducted 
by Mrs. Stephen Fisher at 
the Mounts \Agricultural 
Center are learning to make 
a basic to fit, Mrs, Fisher, 
who is a volunteer leader 
with the County Extension 
Home Economics Depart- 
ment, will preside at the 
Homemakers County Con- 
ferences at Palm Beach To- 
wers June 7.

Pumping Recor 
In Fiscal Year E 


The Central and Southern 
Florida Flood Control Dis- 
trict pumped a record 645 
billion gallons of water 
during the fiscal year end- 
ed June 30, more than twice 
as much as.the previous 
year, it was announced to- 
day. 

Heavy rains, an 
hurricane and a sog 
pical depression this calen- 
dar year caused the bulk of 
pumping — 372 billion gal- 
lons. A total of 273 billion 
gallons were pumped from 
July 1, 1965, to January 1, 


1966, a period that eased 
conditions of a four-year 
drought. 


The new record for the 
FCD's 11 pumping stations 
in Southeast Florida more 
than’ doubled the 319 bil- 
lion gallons pumped in 1964 
65 and is 174 billion gal- 
lons more than the previous 
high of 471 billion gallons 
set by seven stations in 
1960-61. Around-the-clock 
pumping at all stations was 
commonplace several times 
this year. The previous re- 
cord year featured Hurri- 
cane Donna and Tropical 
Storm Florence in Septem- 
ber, 1960. 

This year, 24-hour-a-day 
pumping at all 11 stations 
was required to remove 
water dumped by Hurri- 
cane Alma and a tropical 
depression, both in June 

In addition, S-8, a pump- 
ing station on the Miami 
Canal about 2: s south 
of South Bay and S-7 on 
the North New River Ca- 
nal at the Palm Beach- 
Broward County line were 
operated around-the-clock 
starting in late February to 
move water into FCD Con- 
servation Areas to aid Ever- 
glades National Park, Pump 
ing ceased at S-8 April 15 
after the State Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commis- 
sion requested a shutdown,

Operations at pumping 
stations for the 12-month 
period required 25,433 unit 
hours, also a record, sur- 
passing the 18,171 opera- 
tional hours of 19060-61. 

The 11 pumping stations 
of thé FCD are designed to 
pump more than 11 million 
gallons of water a minute 
if necessary. They can re- 
move three quarters of an 
inch of water each day 
from more than 1,200 
square miles.
